Ecosystem of Coral Reefs - The "Status of Coral Reefs of the World 2020" 
study, a quantitative review of a worldwide dataset spanning from 1978 to 
2019, states that around 14% of the world's corals have been destroyed 
since 2009. Coral reefs are one of the most vulnerable ecosystems in the 
world to the ravages of human activity, according to Gabriel Grimsditch, a 
specialist on marine ecosystems with the United Nations Environment 
Programme (UNEP). 


A fourth of all marine life, or over 9 million species, call coral reefs home; 
they occupy less than 10% of the ocean's surface but provide food, 
shelter, and even a hunting ground for predators. Species found in coral 
reefs include fish, invertebrates, birds, and megafauna such as sharks, 
sea turtles, and marine mammals. Coral reef protection should be a top 
concern for the entire world, and suitable measures should be put in place 
as quickly as feasible.Coastal development, dredging, quarrying, 
destructive fishing practices and gear, boat anchors and groundings add 
to the factors leading to the destruction of coral reefs. 


The majority of reefs worldwide have poor water quality as well. Polluted 
water takes debris into the ocean as it enters. By obstructing the sunlight 
that corals need to flourish, the silt can suffocate coral reefs. The 
numerous living creatures in the ecosystem are also at risk from 
contaminated water. 


The significance of clean water bodies has frequently been underlined, 
and these facts and data just provide a little amount of further proof. We 
now require a lot more work than merely raising awareness. In order to 
maintain the waters clean and provide a healthy environment for coral 
reefs to thrive, we must develop effective and creative methods.
